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Warriors Face Nationa 


When sixth-ranked Mississippi Gulf 
Coast Community College invades Bailey 
Stadium tonight fora MACJC South 
Division showdown with East Central 
Community College, the Warriors will no 
doubt have last year’s close battle on their 
minds. 

East Central came within three points 
of upsetting the then 15th ranked Bull- 
dogs and spoiling homecoming activities 
on the Perkinston campus. But the War- 
riors — who rallied from a 24-7 halftime 
deficit - simply ran out of time and the 
eventual state champions held on for a 
38-35 decision. 

Interim Warrior head coach Brian 
Anderson, whose main responsibil- 
ity last season was serving as offensive 
coordinator, said the situation going into 
last year’s contest is very similar to this 
week’s challenge, which gets underway at 
6:30 p.m. on the Decatur campus. 

“We were really playing well prior to 
the Gulf Coast game,” said Anderson, 
referring to Warriors’ 38-7 thumping 
of Northeast Mississippi Community 
College the previous week, spoiling the 
Tigers’ homecoming. “Even though the odds were against 
us last year, we knew that we were capable of beating Gulf 
Coast and almost did. We just ran out of time.” 

However, Anderson knows that his Warriors, who im- 
proved to 2-4 overall after last week’s 34-28 homecoming 
victory over Northeast, will face an even greater task against 
this year’s Gulf Coast squad, which sports a 5-1 overall mark 
and 3-0 slate in league play. The Warriors are winless in the 
division following three matchups. 

“Gulf Coast has another great team, as evidenced by their 
national recognition and record,” Anderson said. “We obvi- 
ously have a tremendous challenge before us...and we look 
forward to that challenge.” 

The Bulldogs, who have won the past two state titles and 
were co-national champs in 2007, have wins over Itawamba 
(63-9), Southwest (33-16), East Mississippi (43-26), Pearl 
River (38-28) and Copiah-Lincoln (38-14). Gulf Coast’s only 
loss is to Northwest (30-25) in the season opener. 

East Central’s other victory this season came against Hol- 
mes (27-24). The Warriors fell to Coahoma (32-31), Hinds 
(30-7), Jones County (32-10) and Southwest (21-20). 

Both Gulf Coast and EC squads are experiencing success 
on offense. 

The Bulldogs have the nation’s top rushing offense and 
the Warriors are also highly rated in the same category. 

Gulf Coast leads the state and nation in team rushing, with 
a 327-yard average per game. Sophomore running back Vick 
Ballard of Pascagoula leads the state in rushing and is ranked 
third nationally, averaging 169.2 yards per contest. Ballard 
has accumulated 1,015 yards on 157 carries - a 6.5-yard aver- 
age - and has scored nine touchdowns. 

~ Fast Central’s rushing offense is rated fourth in the state 
and [5th nationally. Sophomore Derrick Cade continues to be 
the team’s leading rusher, averaging 82.3 yards per contest.

He has rushed for 494 
yards on 91 carries, a 5.4-yard 
average per carry. He has scored 
two touchdowns. Quarterback Em- 
manuel Taylor is also among the 
state’s top rushers, accumulating 
4 469 yards on 66 carries, a 7.1-yard 
per carry. He is averaging 78.2 
yards per contest and has two rush- 
ing touchdowns. 
Taylor, a product of Early 
County High School in Blakely, 
Ga., also continues to be ranked 
among the top passers in the state 
and nation. He is ranked fourth in 
the state and ninth nationally by 
} completing 104 of 182 passes for 
my 1394 yards and 11 touchdowns. 
His top receiver is Antonio Hughes 

4} of Morton, who has 26 grabs for 
385 yards and two touchdowns. 
Hughes is ranked fifth in the state 
and 18th nationally. 

Bulldog quarterback Greg 
Jenkins is ranked 20th nationally 
and eighth in the state. Jenkins, who 

hails from Dade City, Fla., has completed 67 of 108 passes 
for 972 yards and 11 touchdowns. He is averaging 162 yards 
passing per game. Kevin Bolden of Ocean Springs leads the 
Bulldogs in receptions with 30 catches for 547 yards and 
eight touchdowns. Bolden is ranked third in the state and 
10th nationally. 

Overall, the Gulf Coast offense is ranked third nationally 
and second in the state, averaging 492.5 yards per game. 
EC’s offense is ranked fifth in state and ninth nationally, with 
a 426.6-yard average. 

Bulldog Bo Brian of Saucier leads the state in individual 
scoring among kickers with 50 points. He has made all 29 
PATs and connected on seven of |1 field goal attempts. EC’s 
Chad Mangum is ranked fourth with 27 points. Mangum has 
made 15 of 16 PATs, and has connected on four of nine field 
goals. He is a product of Oak Hill Academy. 

Defensively, the Bulldogs have the state’s top unit defend- 
ing the rush, allowing just 54 yards per contest. The Gulf 
Coast rushing defense is ranked fifth nationally. 

East Central's rushing defense is ranked near the bottom, 
allowing 184.5 yards per game. 

In pass defense, the Warriors are rated seventh statewide, 
allowing 180.8-yards per game. The Bulldogs are last in the 
same category and are giving up 244 yards per game. 

Overall, the Gulf Coast defense is ranked third in the state 
by allowing 298 yards per game. EC is rated last in overall 
defense, giving up 365.3 yards per contest. 

Warrior linebacker Octavious Gilbert is ranked third 
among the state’s top tacklers with 42 solo stops and 19 as- 
sists. Gilbert is a product of Prattville (Ala.) High School. 

EC defensive back Elijah Tanksley of Meridian is second 
in interceptions with six. Teammate CJ Estelle is tied for 
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fourth with three picks. Estelle is also 10th in kickoff returns.
